' Herodotus ſays, That the Greeks had from 
Egypt their Mythologic Theology. Homer brought 
from- thence that Irclination to Fables, 
which made him-. invent many things about - 
the Original and Employments of his Gods 
and Pythagoras and Plato learned alſo there 
to. Aiſouiſs their Philoſophy. | 
Thus our Author calls his Writings Pytha-

explain them to the People ; and Erpenins 
aſſures that all. the World together never 
produc'd ſo many Poets as the Latter, As 
tor Perſia, Strabo ſays that Teachers there 
wd to give to their Dzſciples Precepts of 
Morality wrapt up in Fiftions. The Gymne- 
lophiſts of India are faid, by Diogenes Laertins, 
to have delivered their Philoſophy in Enig- 
mas. So that the learned Huetins thinks , 
that when Horace ſaid » Fabu'oſus Hydaſpes , 


' was chiefly becauſe its Spring is in 


Perſia, and its Mouth in India, Countries 
through which it flows, whoſe Inhabitants 
were Lovers of Fables: And indeed it was 


_ from the Perfians, as that Prelate obſerves, 


that thoſe of Miletum in Fonia learned firſt 
to frame thoſe amorous Fidtions which were 
afterwards famous through Greece and Taly, by 


the name of Milefiay Fables, which with Mil-

and comfortative of the natural Member. 
The J:& or out-ſtanding of his Codpiece, 
was of the length of a. yard, jagged and 
Pinked, and withal bagging, and ſtrouting 
out with the blew damask Lining, after the 
manner of his Breeches: bur had you ſeen 


| the fair Embroidery of the ſmall Needle- 
work purl, and the curiouſly interlaced 


Knots, by the Goldſmiths Arr, ſet out and 
trimmed with rich Diamonds, . precious Ru- 
bies, fine Turquoiſes, coſtly Emeraulds and 
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to a fair Cornucopia, or Horn of abundance, 
ſuch az 'you ſee in Antics, or as Rhea gave 
to the two Nymphs, Amalthea. and Ida, the 
Nurſes of Fupiter. 

And like to that Horn of Abundance, it was 
ſtill gallant, ſucculent, droppy, fappy, pi- 
thy, lively, always flouriſhing, always fru- 
Etifying, full of Juice, full of Flower, full 
of Fruit, and all manner of delight. Blefled 
Tady ! .*T'would have done one good to 
have ſeen it: But I will tell you more of it 
in the Book which I have made of the Dig- | 
_ nity of Codpieces, One thing I will tell you, 
_ that as it was both long and large, fo was 
it. well furniſhed. and provided within, no- 
thing like unto the Hypreritical Codpieces, of 
ſome fond Wooers and Wench-courters, 
which are ſtuffed only with wind, to the 
vpreat prejudice of the female Sex. 

'For his Shooes, were taken up four hun- 


. dred and fix Ells of blew Crimſon-velver, 


'and'were very neatly cut by parallel Lines, 
Joyned in aniform- Cylinders: For the ſoling 
of them were made uſe of Eleven hundred 
Hides of brown Cows, ſhapen like the tail of 
a Keeling. 

For his Coat were taken up Eighteen 
hundred Ells of blew Velvet, died in grain, 
embroidered in its Borders with fair Gill 
| flowers, in the middle decked with falver 
Purle, intermixed with plates of Gold, and 
ſtore of Pearls, hereby ſhewing, that in his 

. rime 
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time he would prove an eſpecial good Fellow, 
' and fingular Whip- can. 

His Girdle was made of Thiree hundred 
Ells and a half of filken Serge, half white 
and half blew, if 1 miſtake it not, His 
Sword was not of Valentia, nor his Dagger of 
Saragoſa, for his Father could not endure 
theſe Hidalgos borrachos maraniſados como dias 
tht; but he had a fair Sword made of Wood, 
and the Dagger of boiled Leather, as well 
jt; and gilded as any Man could 
W1ID, | 

' His Purſe was made of the Cod of an Ele- 
phant, which was given him by Herre Precon- 
zal, Procanſul of Lybia. 

For his Gown were employed Nine thou- 
fand fix hundred. Ells, wanting two thirds, 
of blew Velvet, as before, all ſo diagonally 
purled, that by true perſpeCtive iffued thence 
an unnamed Colour, like that you fee in 
the Necks of Turtle-doves or Turkey-cocks, 
which wonderfully rejoyceth the Eyes of the 
Beholders. For his Bonnet or Cap were ' 
taken up Three hundred two Ells, and a 
Quarter of white Velvet, . and the form 
thereof was wide and round, of the bigneſs 
of his Head ; for his Father faid, that the- 
Caps of the Mirabaiſe faſhion, made like the 
Cover of a Paſty, would one time or other 
bring a miſchief on thoſe that wore them, 
For his Plume, he wore a fair great. blew

Countfy of Hircania the wild, very prettily 
Hanging down over .his right Ear: For the 
ewel or broach which in his Cap he carried, 
he had jn a Cake of Gold, weighing three- 
ſcore and eight Marks, a fair piece' of Ena- 
mell'd, wherein was. portrayed a Man's Bo- 
dy with two-Heads, looking towards one an- . 
other, four Arms, faur Feet, two Ares, 
ſuch as Plato in Sympaſio ſays, was the myſti- 
cal beginaing of Man's Nature ; and about 
It was written in Tonic Letters, *Azamn s Cnls 
76, favs. 
' To wear about his Neck, he had a golden 
Chain, weighing Twenty five thouſand and 
{ixty three Marks of Gold, the link thereof 
being made after the manner of great Ber- 
Ties, amongſt which were ſet in work green 
Jaſpers ingraven,, and cut Dragon like, all 
invironed with Beams and Sparks, as King 
Nicepſos of old was wont to wear them, ard 
it reached, down to the very buſt of the 
Tiling of his Belly', - whereby he reaped 
great benefic all his life long, as the Greek 
Phyſicians knew well enough. For his Gloves . 
were put in work ſixteen Otters Skins, and

wards you, or any elſe; only now and 
then I will mention a word or two of my Bottle, 

, What 1s it that induceth you ? Whar ſtirs 
you up to believe, or who told you that 
White fignifieth Faith; and Blew Conſtancy ? 
An old paultry Book, fay you, fold by the 
hawking Pedlars and Balladmongers, En- 
tituled,. The Blaſon of Colours : Who made u? 
Whoever it was, he was wiſe in that he did 
not ſet his Name to it; I know not what 
ſhould rather admire in him, his Preſumption, 
or his Foly. | His Preſamprion, for that he 
ſhould without Reaſon, without Cauſe,or wuh- 
out any appearance of Truth, have dared to 
preſcribe by private Authority, what things 
ſhould be denoted and ſignified by the Co- 
lour. Which is the Cuſtom of T'yrants, who 
will have their Jl to bear ſway inſtead 
of Equity; and. not of the Wiſe and Learn. 
ed, who with the evidence of Reaſon fatis- 
fe their Readers. 
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_ His Foly and want of Wit, in that he 
thought, that without any other demonſtra- 
tion or ſufficient Argument the World would 
be pleaſed to make his blockiſh and ridicu- 
lous Impolitions, the rule of their Devices. In 
effect, according to the Proverb, To ſhitten 
Tails, Turd never fails ; he hath found (it 
ſeems) ſome ſimple Ninny in thoſe rude 
times of old, , when high Bonnet were in 
faſhion; who gave ſome truſt to his Wri- 
tings, aecording to which they ſhaped their 
Apophthegms and Mottos, trapped and capa- 
riſoned their Mules and Sumpter: horſes, ap- 
parelled their Pages, quarter'd their Breeches, 
bordered their Gloves, fring'd the Courtains 
and Vallens of their Beds, painted their En- 
ſigns, compoſed Songs, and which is worſe, 
placed many deceitful juglings, and unwor- 
thy baſe tricks clandeſtinely, 'amongſt the 
| chaſteſt Matrons. -In the like darkneſs and 
miſt of Ignorance, are wrapped up theſe 
vain-glorious Courtiers, and narne-tranſpoſers, 
who going about in their Impreſas, to {igaihe 
Efpoir, hath portrayed a Sphere : Birds Pens 
for Pins: Ancholie for Melancholy : A horned 
Moon or Crefſant, to ſhew the increaſing of 
ones Fortune : A Bench broken, to ſignifte 
. Bankrupt : Non, 'and a corſlet for non dur habit, 
otherwiſe non durabit, it ſhall notlaſt : Un lit

conſent is not without ſome Argument and 
Reaſonin Nature,the which every Man may

out. the Inſtrution of any; and this we 
call the Law of Nature,” By | vertue of the 
ſame natural Inſtin&t,we know that by White 
all the World hath underftood Joy, Gladnels, 
Mirth, Pleaſure and Delight, 
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In former times, the Thracians and Grecians 
_ did mark their good, propitious and fortunate 
days with whye ſtones ; and their ſad, diſmal 
and unfortunate ones with black ; is not the

not the light comfort all the World? and it 
is more White than any thing elſe, which to 
prove, I could dire&t you to the book of Lau- 
rentius Valla againſt Bartolus, but an Evangeli- .

7. ſee the fairhful Clos 
thed in the Heavenly and Bleſſed Feru-

Read the Ancient both Greek and Latin 
4. Hiſtories, and you ſhall find that the Town of 


Alba (the firſt Patron of Rome) was founded, 
and ſo Named by Reaſon of a #/bire Sor, that 
was-ſcen there. You ſhall likewiſe find in 
thoſe ſtories, that when any Man, after he 
had Vanquiſhed his Enemies, was by decree 
ofthe Senate, to enter into Reme, triumphantly, 
he uſually rode in a Chariot, drawn by H//hite- 
Horſes: Which in the. Ovation, Triumph, was 
alſo- the cuſtom; , for by 'no ſign or colour

Philip 
King of Macedon knew "the great Wit of his 
Son Alexander, by his skilful managing of a 
Horſe ; for his Horſe Bucephalus was fo fierce 
and- unruly, that - none. durſt adventure to 
ride. bim ; after that. he.had given 'to his Ris 
ders ſuch devilliſh falls, - breaking the-Neck.of 
this Man, the other Man's . Leg, braining 
one,. and; cracking another's Jaw-bone. This 
by Alexander being conſidered, one day in the 


_ Hippodrome (which was a place appointed- for 
the 


the breaking arid nianagingiof great Horſs) 
be perceived thay. the fury of; the Horſe -pro- 
ceeded meerly from: the fear he: hid: of his 
own ſhadow:; whereupon getting on hisback, 
he run him againſt the Sun, fo that the ſha- 
dow fell-behind, -and by that: means-tamed 
the.

This done, they 
broripht in cards,” not to play, bur.to learn 2 
thouſand pretty tricks, and new inventions, 
which were all grounded upon Arithmetic. 
By this means he fell in love with that nu- 
merical ſcience 'and every day after dinner 
atid ſupper he paſt his time in it as pleaſant- 
a 'as he was wont to doat cards and dice : 
othat at laſt he underſtood fo well both the 
Theory and Praftical part thereof; that Tw- 
fl the Engliſhman, who had written very 
largely of thar purpoſe, . confeſſed that verily 
in compariſon of him he underſtood no more 
high Dutch.

ſtruments, he learned to play upon the Lute,

ed, he-did purg his body of natural excre- 
ments, -then betook himſelf to his principal 
Rudy. for three hours rogether, « Or. more, as 
well to, repeat his morning Lectures, as. to 
Proceed in the book he had in Hand, as alſo 
t write handſomly , to draw and form the 
Antic and Roman Letters. This being done, 
they went abroad,and with them a ung Gen» 
zleman of Tourain , named the Ecuire Gym- 
naſt who taught him the Art of riding, chan- 
ging then hisclothes, he rode a Naples courier, 
a Dutch rouſfin, a Spaniſh gennet, a barded or 
trapped ſteed, then a light fleet -Horſe, unto 
whom he gave a hundred carieres, made him 
go the high ſaults, bounding in. the air, free 
the dicch with a skip, leap over a ſtile or pale, 
- turn ſhort in a ring both to the right and lett 
' hand. [There he brokenort his lance ; fort is 
the greatelt foolery in the world, to lay. I have 
br oken ten lances at tilt, or in fight, a Carpenter 
can do evenas much ; butit is a glorious and.

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praiſe-worthy Action,with one lance to break, and 
dverthrow ten Enemies & Therefore with a ſharp, 
tiff, ſtrong and well ſteeled lance, would he 
uſually force up a door, pierce a harneſs, bear 
down tree,carry away the ring, lifr up 4 cut- 
rafter ſaddle, with the male: coat and gantlet 5 
all this he did in complear arms from head to 
foor. As for the prancing flouriſhes,and [mack- 
ng popiſms, for the better cheriſhing of the 
borſe, commonly uſed in riding,none did them 
| better then he. The great Vaulter of Ferrara 
was but as an Ape compared to him. He was 
Imgularly skilful in leaping nimbly from one 
horls to another , wirhout parting foot to- 
ground, and theſe horſes were called” de/u/rories >, 
be could likewiſe from either fide with a.lance 
m his hand,leap on horſeback withour ftirrops;

of Conveyance, and foK@od's ſake let us live- 
henceforward in Peace ; and go you home 
merrily into your own Country from this 
place, unto which you have no right art all, as 
your ſelves mult needs confeſs, and- let us be 
good Friends as before. Tonquedillon related 
all this to Picrochole,and more and more exaſpe- 
rated his courage,ſaying to him, Theſe Clowns

UR Fore fathers and Anceſtors, of all 

times, have been of this Nature and Di/=

purchaſed by liberality, than the dumb Inſcription 
of Arches, Pillars and Pyramids, ſubje& 20 the 
Injury of Storms and Tempeſts, and to the Envy 
of every one. ou may very well remember of 
the Courteſie, which by them was uſed towards the 
Bretons, #n We Battle of St. Aubin of Comier, 
and at the demoliſhing of Partenay, Tou jo 
' beard, and hearing admire their gentle Com- 
portment towards thoſe at the Barriers of Spani- 

| ola, when they had plundered, waſted and ran- 
ſack'd the maritime Borders of Olone and Tal- 
' mondois. All ths Hemiſphere of the World 
was filled with the Praiſes and Congratulations, 
which your ſelves and your Fathers made, mhen 
Alpharbal King of Canarre , not ſatisfied with 
his own Fortunes, did moſt furiouſly invade the

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' Land of Onyx, and with cruel ..Piracies moleſt 

all the Armoric-Yands, -and confine Regions of | 
Britany. Yet was he in a ſet naval Fight juſtly 
taken and vanhuiſhed by my Father, whom God 
preſerve and proteft. Bur mhat? Whereas 
other Kings and Emperors, yea thoſe who entitle 
themſelves Catholics, would have dealt rouphly 
with him, kept him a cloſe Priſoner, and put 
him to an extream high ranſom : He intreated

three Weeks, four Days, thirteen Hours, and | 
a little more without Rain, but with a Heat 
ſo veherment, that the whole Earth was parched ' 
and withered by it: Neither was it more 
fcorched and dried up with Heat in the days 
of Elijah, than it was at that time ; for there 
was not a Tree-to be ſeen, that had either 
Leaf or Bloom upon it : the Graſs was with- 
out Verdure or Greenneſs, the Rivers were 
grained, the Fountains dried up, the poor 
Fiſhes abandoned and forſaken by their pro» 
pet Element, wandring and crying upon the 
round moſt horribly: the Birds or fall 
down from the Air for want of Moifture and 
Dew wherewith to refreſh them : the Wolves, ..

Hipponax, a? j Gveu- 
qury7% ; and a Rabble of others, fo long, 
that Panurge ſaid unto him,

How Panurge put to 4 non-plus the Engliſh- 
man that argued by Signs. 


FP Body then taking heed, and harkning 
with great Silence, the Engliſh-man litt 
up on high into the Air his two Hands ſeveral- 
ly, clinching in all the Tops of his Fingers 
together, after the manner they call ez Chinon- 
9%, the. Hens Arſe, and ſtruck the one Hand 
on "the other by the Nails four ſeveral times: 


then he operiirg them, ſtruck the one with the 


flat of the other, till it yielded a claſhing 
Noiſe, and that only once : again in joining 
them as before he ſtrucktwice, and afterwards 
four times in opening them 3 thendid he lay 
them joined, and extended the one: towards 
the other, -as-if he had been devoutly to ſend 
up: his Prayers unto God. Panurge ſuddenly 
lifted up in the Air his right Hand, and put 
the Thumb thereof into the Noſtril of the ſame 
Side,. holding his four Fingers ftreight out, 
and cloſed orderly in a parallel Line to the 
Point of his Noſe, ſhutting the left Eye wholly, 
and making the other wink with a profound 
Depreſſion of the Eye-brows and Eye-lids, 
Then lifted he up: his left Hand, with hard 
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wringing and ſtretching forth his four Fingers, 
and elevating his Thumb, which he held in a 
Line direQly correſpondent to the Situation of 
his right Hand, with the Diſtance of a Cubic ' 
and a half between them. This done, in the 
ame Form he .abaſed towards the Groufid, 
both the one and the other Hand. Eaſtly, he 
held them in the midit, as aiming right at the 


 Englifh-man's Noſe. And if dercurie, (aid 


the Engliſh-man— * there Panurge interrupted 
him, and faid, You have ſpoken Mask. 

Then made the Engliſh-man this Sign, his 
left Hand all open he lifted up into the Air, 
then inſtantly ſhut into his Fiſt the four Fingers 
thereof, and his Thumb extended at length 
he placed upon the Grifſile of his Note, Pre- 
ſently after he lifted up his right Hand all o- 
pen, and all open abaſed and bent it down- 
wards, putting the Thumb thereof in the ve-, 
ry Place where the little Finger of the left Hand 
did cloſe in the Fiſt, and the four right- Hand- 
Fingers he ſoftly moved in the Air. Then 
contrarily he did with the right Hand what he 
had done with the left, and with the left what 
he had done with the right. 

Panurge being, not a whit amazed at this, 
drew out into the Air his Tri/megiff Codpiece 
with the left Hand, and with his right drew 
forth a Trunchion of a white Ox-rib, and two 


Pieces of Wood of a like Form, one of black 
Eben, and the other of Incarnation Bralil,- and 
Put them betwixt the Fingers of that Hand in 
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good Symmetric: then knocking them toge- 
ther, made ſuch a Noiſe as the Lepers of Brj- 
zainieule to do with their clappering Clickets, 
yet better reſounding, and far more harmoni- 
ous, and with his Tongue contracted in his 
Mouth, did very merrily warble it, always 
looking hxedly upon the Engliſh: man. The 
Divines, Phyſicians and Chirurgions that were 
there, thought that by this Sign he would 
have inferred that the Engliſh-man was a Le- 
per. The Counſellors, Lawyers and Decreta- 
lifts conceived, that by doing this, he would 
havecconcluded ſome kind of mortal Felicity to 
contift in Leproſie, as the Lord maintained 
heretofore, | 

The Engliſh-man for all this was nothing 
daunted, but holding up his two Hands in the 
Air, kept them in ſuch Form, that he cloſed 
the three Maſter-fingers in his Fiſt ; and paſſing 
his Thumbs thorow his indical and middle Fin- 
gers, his auriculary Fingers remained extend- 
cd and ſtretched out, and fo preſented he them 
to Panrrge : then joined he them ſo, that the 
right Thumb touched the left, and the left 
little Finger touched the right. Hereat P4- 
#urge, Without ſpeaking one Word, lift up his 
Hands and made this $:g7. 

He put the Nail of the Forefinger of his left 
Hand, to the Nail of the Thumb of the ſame, 
making in the middle of the Diſtance as it were 
a Buckle, and of his right Hand ſhut up all 
the Fingers into his Fiſt, except the Forchn- 
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ger which he often thruſt in and out through 
the ſaid two others of the left Hand : then 
firetched he out the Forefinger and middle Fin- 
ger or medical of his right Hand, holding them 
aſunder as much as he could, and thruſting 
them towards Thaumaſt, Then did he pur 
the Thumb of his left Hand upon the Corner 
of his left Eye, ſtretching out all his Hand like 
the Wing of a Bird, or the Fin of a Fiſh, and 
moving it very daintily this way and that way; 
he did as much with his right Hand upon the 
Corner of his right Eye. Thanmaſt began 
then to wax ſomewhat pale, and to tremble, 
and made him this Szg#. 

With the middle Finger of his right Hand 
he firuck againſt the Muſcle of the Palm or 
Pulp, which is under the Thumb: then put 
he the Forefinger of the right Hand in the like 


Buckle of the left, but he put it under and not 


over, as Panurge did, Then Panurge knock- 
ed one Hand againſt another, and blowed in 
his Palm, and put again the Foretinger of his 
right Hand into the Overture or Mouth of the 
left, pulling it often in and out : then held he 
out his Chin, moſt intenfively looking upon 
Thaumaſt, The People there which under- 
fiood nothing in the other Signs, knew very 
well what therein he demanded, without 
ſpeaking a Word to Thaumaſt - What do you 
mean by that? In Effet, Thaumaſt then be» 


Lan to ſweat great Drops, and ſeemed to all 
the SpeGtators a Man Rrangely raviſhed in high 


fs5 - Con- 
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Contemplation. Then he bethought himſelf, 

and put all the Nails of his left Hand againſt 
thoſe of his right, opening his Fingers as if 
they had been Semicircles, and with this Sign 
life up his Hands as high as he could. Where- 
upon P anwrge preſently put the Thumb of his 
right Hand under his Jaws, and the little Fin- 
ger thereot in the Mouth of the left Hand, and 
in this Poſture made his Tceth to ſound very 
me}odiouſly, the upper againſt the lower. 
With this Thaumaſt with great Toil and Vexa- 
tion of Spirit roſe up, but in rifing let a great 
Bakers Fart, for the Bran cane after 3 and 
piling withal very ſtrong Vineger, flunk l.ke 
all the Devils in Hell. The Company began 
to ſtop their Noſe 3 for he had conskitted him 
ſelf with meer Anguiſh and Perplexity. Then 
lifted he up his iy. # Hand, clinching it in ſuch 
fort, that he brought the Ends ot all his Fin- * 
gers to meet together 5, and his left Hand he 
1iid flat upon his Breaſt, Whereat Panurge 
' drewout his long ' odpiece with his Tuft, and 
firetched it forth a Cubit and a half, holding 
x ta the Air with his right Hand, and with his 
teft took out his Orange, and caſting it up in- 
to the Air ſeven times, at the eighth he hid it 
the Fiſt of his right Hand, holding it Readi- 
ty up on bigh, and then began to ſhake his fair 
Codpiece, ſhewing it to Thanmaſt. 

Afﬀeer that Fhaumaſt began to puff up bis 
two Cheeks like a Player on a Bagpipe, and 
blew as if he had been to pull up a Pig's Blad- 
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der. Whereupon. Parurge put one Finger of 
his left Hand in his Nockandrow, and with his 
Mouth ſuck'd in the Air, in ſuch a manner as 
when one eats Oylters in the Shell, or when 
we ſup up our Broth :. this done, he opened 
his Mouth ſomewhat, and firuck his right 
Hand flat upon it, making therewith a great 
and a deep Sound, as if it came from the Su- 
perficies of the Diaphragma through the Tra- 
chiartere © and this he did for ſixteen Times 3 
but Thaymaſt did always keep blowing like a 
Gooſe, Then Panurge put the Foretinger of

Of this 
fort Cleon of- Daulia, Thraſymedes ; and in 
our days the Learned Frenchman 7/:la- 
novanas, neither of all which knew what 
Dreaming was.
